Indicted Monday along with Bowling, who resigned his of- 
fice recently, were School Board Chairman George Caudill, and 
Rstill Napier, Leo Allen, Wash Combs and Paul Campbell 

Indictments against the six were returned under K.R.S 
160 550, which reads: 

"Budget not to be exceeded No superintendent shall re- 
commend and no board member shall vote for an expenditure 
in excess of the income and revenue of any year, as shown by 
the budget adopted by the board and approvd by the State 
Board of Education, except for a purpose for which bonds have 
been voted or in case of an emergency declared by the State 
Board of Education." 

Fine Of $100 

Persons found guilty under the statue may be fined not less 
than 950 or more than $100 and can be rrnoved from office. 

The deficit first became public knowledge on Sept 30, when 
State Department of Education officials announced here that 
the county school treasury was $146,000 In the red. 

Subsequent information about the deficit revealed flagrant 
miss-management in the conduct of school affairs, including 
illegal contracts, the use of public school funds on private pro- 
jects. and school funds spent without prior State approval as re- 
quired by law 

Bowling, as a result, resigned under fire, and the school 
system replaced him with Dennis Wooten, of Yerkes.

Hobert Wooten to advertise for bids on the p r oposed $746,000 city sewer plant, 
but postponed deciding on a method to finance the plant. 

Bids will be advertised for sometime in the near future. 

The touchy sewer bond ques- 
tion, dumped into the board's 
lap Nov 4 when city voters re- 
jected a general obligation bond 
for financing the plant, came 
into focus during Monday’s 
board meeting only moments af- 
tc.r the City’s two new commis- 
sioners, Don Fouts and Willie 
Dawahare, were sworn into of- 
fice by City Judge Ralph Peters 

Fouts and Dawahare replaced

The bond issue was defeated 
in a referendum here this 
month, getting a majority vote, 
but not the two-thirds majority 
required by law 

It loomed before the board 
this week when City Manager 
Hobert Wooten asked members 
whether he was to continue 
work on the project. 

And the decision to ask for 
bids on the project came only 
after Commissioner George 
Feltner learned the City would 
not be committing itself to 
building the plant by taking 
bids

(Following is an address given before the 
Hstsrd Kiwsnls Club by Mr. Rufus P. Thomas. 
Industrial Representative, Kentucky Power Com- 
pany, Ashland, Kentucky, at the Club's regular 
luncheon meeting, last Tuesday evening) 

Mr Chairman. Members of Kiwanis Club: 

"It Is my privilege to appear before you 
tonight and give you some thoughts which wc 
as business men should entertain concerning 
the foundation, principles, and work of our 
Chambers of Commerce. More particularly, I 
am going to speak to you tonight concerning 
our own Kentucky Chamber of Commerre As 
you are no doubt aware. the Governor of Ken- 
tucky has issued a proclamation designating this 
week as Kentucky Chamber of Commerce Week 
By this means he is also honoring the cooperat- 
ing Chambers of Commerce in local communi- 
ties throughout the length and breadth of our 
Commonwealth. 

“A Chamber of Commerce, be it local, state, 
-or national, is now a part of the American 
way of life and plays an important role in the 
development of the economy of the United 
States, which is the most dynamic that has ever 
been witnessed by the world. A Chamber of 
Commerce is, in almost all instances, a private 
non stock, non-profit corporation which is or- 
ganized by the business community for the 
purpose of advancing the economy of that area 
it serves by covering the entire field of com- 
munity development in order to obtain the high- 
est degree of community betterment, and of 
stimulating and protecting our American system 
of Private Enterprise. As such, a Chamber of 
Commerce is the property, the responsibility, 
and the inescapable obligation of each and every 
firm that is engaged in everyday business for 
a normal profit. The absence of a Chamber of 
■Commerce or similar organization from this or 
any community is a sign of community weak- 
ness and is. indeed, an economic calamity. This 
is true of a state business community and our 
national business community just as much as it 
is in your town of Hazard 

“The Chamber of Commerce movement is 
relatively young in Kentucky, both in the state 
and community. The Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce was founded in 1946 by a nucleus 



of business leaders who advanced the supposi- 
tion that Kentucky must have a more balanced 
economy and a higher per capita income if she 
were to maintain, if not exceed the level of 
economic, cultural, and social living enjoyed by 
her sister states. The name of the organization 
was originally the Kentucky Development Asso- 
ciation but in a year or so was changed to the 
Kentucky Chamber of Commerce in order to 
more properly identify the position and objec- 
tives of the statewide organization. This small 
nucleus of founding fathers came from all walks 
of business and from all sections of the Com 
monwealth. 

“The founders of this organization raised .1 
little over $120,000 to finance the infant cham- 
ber, set up the founding principles and objec- 
tives of achievement, and elected Earl Muir, a 
Louisville bank president, as its prsident Sines 
then, some twelve years ago, the Kentucky Bus- 
iness Community has furnished a little in excess 
of one million dollars for carrying on of the 
Chamber’s work and the employment of what 
we believe to be an expert and professional 
staff. During that period eleven other dis- 
tinguished Kentuckians have held the office ot 
President of the Kentucky Chamber. The presi- 
dent incumbent is Maurice K. Henry, publisher 
of a newspaper and general manager of a radio 
station in Middlesboro 

“The accomplishments of our Kentucky in 
the Post War U Period are quite significant. No 
one can claim for the statewide organization 
complete and sole responsibility for some of 
the rather imposing figures which I intend to 
give you a little later. We do believe, however, 
that without a State Chamber of Commerce 
these accomplishments would have been much 
smaller and the achievement of them much more 
difficult. The teamwork of local Chambers of 
Commerce, Development Associations. Industry. 
Agriculture, Commercial Leaders, Bankers, State 
Government Officials, and others under the 
over-all leadership and spark furnished by the 
Kentucky Chamber has made these things pos- 
sible. 

“Did you know, for examples that since 1949 
there has been invested in Kentucky more than 
two billion dollars worth of taxable capital in- 
vestment by new and expanded manufacturing 



and processing industries? Certainly, this has 
meant quite a bit in the broadening of our tax 
base and the securing of new wealth with which 

to help shoulder our common obligation of gen- 
eral taxes In addition, these same new and 
expanded industrial plants funneled out over 257 
million dollars in payroll monqy during 1957 
alone This has helped Kentucky citizens to get 
to a point where our gross state income is now 
in excess of four billion dollars per year 

“In addition, much yeoman work has been 
dene in the field of establishing new markets 
for agricultural products and material resources; 
the building up of a tourist business that now, 
by the best estimates available, yields to Ken- 
tucky cash registers almost 600 million dollars 
per year; a constant watchfulness over the leg- 
islative and physical affairs that affect. either 
beneficially or adversely, the business and in- 
dustrial community; and the awakening of our 
people to the great need for development and 
beautifying our Kentucky communitis. so dear 
to the hearts of us all. 

May 1 remind you that countless hours 
have been spent in consultation, instruction, and 
discussion of community and state problems and 
needs, and the necessary solution thereof by the 
volunteer officers, directors, members, and in- 
terested persons in the course, of this great 
work We are sometimes prone to forget that 
the major part of the work of a Chamber of 
Commerce is done by dedicated individuals at 
their own expense in time and money, in pursuit 
of the objectives and accomplishments of which 
we are so proud 

"Need I remind you that during the past 
twelve years Kentucky's per capita income has 
risen in excess of 62"r. This is the common 
denominator for all progress This is the ulti- 
mate goal of this and every other Chamber of 
Commerce We have lived to see the time when 
our citizenry has become better able to enjoy 
the good things of life because of increased sales 
and economic development through most every 
area and community in Kentucky In our con- 
stant quest often for better things we are forget- 
ful of the progress that has been made, and I 
think it entirely fitting that we pause a moment 
to reflect upon the solid accomplishments that 
have been realized 



"Competition for economic growth, as well 
as industrial development ti keen in our forty- 
eight states. This is good as it exemplifies the 
American spirit of progress to competitive pri- 
vate enterprise The influx of new business and 
industry to Kentucky in the past twelve years 
did not Just happen Our product— Kentucky 
and its various communities — has been well 
merchandised by the State Chamber and the 
other statewide organizations, including state 
govrenment, and the growing number of local 
Chambers of Commerce and parallel organiza- 
tions. Other larger and more wealthy states are 
competing with Kentucky for these industrial 
and economic plums and now more than ever 
before we need a strong State Chamber of Com- 
merce as well as strong, aggressive local Cham- 
bers in order to carry on the work which has 
just actually started 

“It is also significant that on September 9th 
the Kentucky Chamber’s Board of Directors un- 
derlined its obligations to the business and in- 
dustrial community by establishing and endors- 
ing specific policies involving, in many instanc- 
es. controversial issues. These policies commit 
the. Kentucky Chamber to represent business 
and industry in legislative measures that occur 
from time to time on the local, state, and na- 
tional levels. This. 1 feel, is tremendously im- 
portant to us as business men 

"May I reiterate that the Kentucky Cham- 
ber, as well as its independent and affiliated 
local Chambers, is the property, responsibility, 
and inescapable obligation of your Kentucky 
business community made up of business firms 
such as yours and mine. Some of us have 
loyally supported these organizations with our 
time, talent, money, and patience while others 
have lost interest, become impatient, and. most 
important, have left the financial and moral 
support of these organizations to the great un- 
known void usually referred to as “they”. In 
almost every other state there has been a 
growth in the staff and the financial and moral 
support of a State Chamber of Commerce, but 
we in Kentucky, by and large, have been a little, 
too lax in providing for the material needs of 
this organization that means so much to us all 
Remember, Kentucky was without a Chamber 
of Commerce until 1946 at which time it cost 



$120,000 to start the infant to walking Now we 
are content to rock along and let the mature 
organization eke out an existence on about the 
same monetary level as in 1946 Think back 
for a moment to the increase in cost of running 
your own business since 1946 The cost of 
maintaining an organization whose very life 
depends upon support from business has been 
subject to the same increase Think also of the 
void that would be left in our business life 
without this organization and of the cost to get 
it started once again should it ever wither on 
the vine. 

“By this means I appeal to you to gat your 
shoulder to the wheel along with the rest of us 
and support Chambers of Commerce, both local 
and statewide, with all the time you can spare, 
the best talent of which you are capable, your 
proportionate share of money in the form of 
membership dues, and the patience equal to 
that demonstrated in operating your own busi- 
ness It is not my purpose to physically solicit 
your membership in the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commarce at this meeting Mr Dewey Daniel 
of your own business community has unselfish- 
ly agreed to assist the Kentucky Chamber dur- 
ing this week as its county chairman He and 
his fellow workers will, no doubt, call upon 
most of you to solicit your support for this fine 
state organization in the form of membership 
dues It would be an even greater accomplish- 
ment if you voluntarily contacted him following 
this meeting, and assured him of your willing- 
ness to do your part in support of our mutual 
endeavors. 

“With the right kind of support the Ken- 
tucky Chamber of Commerce oan continue its 
drive to fulfill its stated objectives, which are 

(1) To dovolop th« gonoral welfare of tho 
people of Kentucky; (2) to advertise Hie 
industries and resources of Kentucky; (3) to 
stimulate and protect private enterprise in 
Kentucky. 

“It has been a great privilege for me to 
be allowed to come before you tonight. May I 
wish you the. best of success in your own busi- 
ness.

Control of Chickwaod and 
Honbit 

Although chickenweed and 
henbit aid conservation in many 
cam's they may also become 
troublesome weeds. Both of 
these plants grow during the 
cool months and become quite 
noticeable from November to 
April. 

I,awns that have been manag- 
ed well are particularly suscept- 
ible. Cultivated areas, such as 
strawberry fields, are also fav- 
orite places. 

Recognizing these plants is 
relatively easy. Chickenweed re- 
mains fairly close to the ground 
and has a tendency to spread 
out. The leaves are small and 
resemble the ear of a mouse,! 
hence the nickname, "Mouse’s 
I Ear." The flower of this plant 
is very small and white in color. 
Foliage retains a healthy green 
color throughout the winter 
Henbit in some localities is 
called “Wild Geranium”. The 
leases remain dark green in col- 
or and resemble those of a ger- 
anium. The plant grows upright 
and seldom gets over 8 inches 
high Flowers appear during the 
winter months and are purple in 
color. 

Attempts to control chick- 
weed and henbit with the more 
common weed killers have failed 
but preventing their growth has 
been highly successful. To date 
the most successful method of 
control has been to spray the 
soil surface in October and Nov- 
ember with 3 pounds of Crag 
Herbicide per acre. 

To be roost effective with 
Crag Herbicide the area should 
be clean of all weeds at the 
time of spraying.

Thanksgiving Bird 

Preparing the Thanksgiving 

bird may be successfully done in 
either one of two ways, say 
home economics researchers at 
the U. S. Department of Agricul 
ture. 

For ’he fine appearance of a 
bird to be carved at the table, 
roasting at low heat (300 to 350 
degrees) without a cover is ad- 
vised However, it will take 
longer, especially with larger 
birds, and frequent basting will 
he needed to aid in giving the 
bird an attractive golden-brown 
color. 

If the turkey is to be carved 
In the kitchen and served ready 
sliced, it will save considerable 
time to cover the turkey with 
aluminum foil or the roaster lid, 
and cooking it at hilgh heat. 
450 degrees Turkeys cooked in 
this way will not have the fine 
appearance of those roasted with 
a cover; even if the cover is re-

"CHRISTIAN GIVING” 

I Corinthians 14:1-14. 

The secret of life is to be found not in 
"getting" but In "giving ”. "A fruit tree," Martin 
Luther points out, “never bears fruit for itself." 

The Joy of living Is to be found in giving. A 
spring of fresh water coming out of the moun- 
tain side is constantly giving Itself away. In do- 
ing so K keeps fresh, clear and sparkling So It 
is with the Christian life. We must give our life 
away if we are to find life We can never “re- 
ceive” life until after we have given our life 
away Who are the people who find Joy In life? 
Are they those who amass a fortune for selfish 
ends? Never. Even while we work to make a 
living, it is necessary for us to be aware of the* 
needs of others about us and to be constantly 
looking for an opportunity to lift a helping hand 
In serving others in the flesh, we find a new 
spirit within our hearts and receive a blessing 
“Behold, my reward is with me to give to every 
man according as his work shall be,” said Jey,.s 
In the lesson today we have the classic ex- 
ample in New Testament giving. Paul writes to 
them in Corinth "Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store, as 
God hath prospered him, that there be no gath- 
erings when I come " (I Cor 16 2.) Let us note 
that these gifts were to be given in love What 
is not given in love, may as well not be given as 
far as the giver is concerned. God is love If 
wc give for any other motive than love, such as 
to be seen of men, we already have our reward. 
So we are to "let not our left hand know what 
our right hand doeth”, that wc may have reward 
of our Father in Heaven, "who, seeing in secret, 
will reward u; openly.” 

In Pauls second letter to the Church in 
Corinth we find how graciously and wonderfully 
the Church in Phillippi followed his teaching 
in Christian Giving: “and this they did, not as 
we hoped, but first gave their ownselves to the 
I/ord. and unto us by the will of God.” (II Cor 
8:5). 

The greatest teaching in Christian Truth is 
the Sovereignty of God. God is the Creator and 
therefore the absolute owner of all things He 
is Ruler of Heaven and earth, in time and in 
eternity, It is foolish to think that any man or 
woman owns anything in the light of spiritual 
truth. “Thou fool,” said God, to the rich man: 
"this night thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be, which thou 
hast provided?" (Luke 12:20). In the light of 
eternity, nothing belongs to us. We are merely 
stewards of the possessions of the earth entrust- 
ed to us and of our time and talents, both of 
which are gifts from God. 



So we are each one to give account of the 
possessions which we are privileged to exercise 
authority over when we come before God 

If everything belongs to God, as It doe*, 
and we are his servants and stewards of the 
things that pertain to earth, then we must as 
Christians learn to give a good account of the 
things which He has given to us We must 
learn THE ART OF GIVING 

How wonderful to give in His Name Even 
a cup of cold water, given in His name, brings 
its reward! Someone has said "When I shovel 
out. God shovels in, and God’s shovel is bigger 
than my shovel!” How true this is, “No one 
can out-generous God,” a clear Christian lady 
said to me once "What have you got to sell 
today that’s good, preacher?” asked a man of 
God, an elder In the Church, as his minister 
came to see him in his office one day. There is 
joy in laying up treasure in heaven. The tithe, 
or one-tenth of our income is required by the 
law Jesus said in speaking of the tithe “These 
things ought ye to have done, and not to k«ve 
the other undone.” (Matt 23:23) The tithe is not 
the end of giving, but the beginning Love be- 
gins to operate on the other side of the obliga- 
tion that is placed upon us. Does it seem un 
reasonable that one-tenth of our income should 
be returned for the glory of God? He gave us 
the day, the raw materials, the strength, and 
lives withiq us, enabling us to work. The first 
fruits have always been offered to God by those 
who have feared Him thru the ages and by those 
who love Him as the giver of every good and 
perfect gift. V et, be it said to the shame of 
professing Christians, that if the ones who have 
owned Him as Lord would truly make Him Lord 
of all and bring the whole tithe into the store- 
house, the world would be a far better place to 
live in and the Gospel would be taken to count- 
less thousands more who live and die in sin 
without a Saviour. 

A Korean Christian was about to be shot 
to death by a Communist.
